Public Health Nursing Services 


in Dedham for the year 1969 


One of the most important methods of securing and 
maintaining optimum health for a community is through the 
protection of its children. Health education, both mental and 
physical, is an ever expanding subject and should be shared 
with every citizen in the community. 


Your public health nurse, a member of the staff of the 
Division of the Public Health Nursing, provides the follow- 
ing services for the town of Dedham. 


To protect the health of your infants and preschool chil- 
dren, they have been referred to the monthly Bucksport 
Child Health Conferences. Several children attended one or 
more conferences and were examined by the physician. 


In your school health program thirty-five students in 
kindergarten, and grades four and seven were given tuber- 
culin tine tests at the request of their parents. The following 
immunizations have also been given during the past year:

When referrals were made by the family physician to 
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assist in giving nursing care to individuals, visits were made 
by your public health nurse to instruct members of the family 
how to do this efficiently. 


Home visits are made to many families for health super- 
vision. Referrals were made to special services or clinics 
when requested by the family physician. Follow-up visits 
are made to insure that the family or individual understands 
the recommendations made by the doctor. 


Your public health nurse wishes to express her apprecia- 
tion for the support of your town officials, the school per- 
sonnel, and others who have assisted in your health program.

The Dedham School has been having a sucessful year 
under the direction of Mr. Laughlin and his staff. The par- 
ents and children were sorry to see Robert Laughlin leave 
in January to join the Armed Forces, as the school has 
been well administered in the year and a half he has been 
Principal. Dedham was fortunate in obtaining the services 
of Robert Robinson, an experienced teacher to replace Mr. 
Laughlin. 


Last fall when the Kindergarten-First Grade room reach- 
ed 33, it was decided to split this room and hire Mrs. Young 
to teach Kindergarten three days each week. It was impossi- 
ble with such a large number in one room to keep the 
Kindergarten busy and quiet, so the First Grade pupils 
could proceed with their learning. 


If all the First Grade childrenypass there will be 32 chil- 
dren in Mrs. Moran’s room next year. Your school committee 
has raised money in the budget for a Kindergarten teacher 
three days a week next year, and if the entering class is 
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much smaller she may be able to help by doing remedial 
work with older children. 


The proposed 1970-71 budget increased from $63,595.00 
in 1969-70 to $67,609.93 for next year. Most of this increase is 
due to increasing tuition cost, higher salaries and the addi- 
tion of a part time teacher. The school appropriation last 
year was $40,001.58 and the total appropriation asked for 
in 1970-71 is $39,600.00. The reason this is lower is mainly 
due to an increase in State Subsidy and a balance forward 
this year. 


The recent session of the Legislature cleared up the 
wording in the Lucerne Charter so that Dedham would not 
have to pay S.A.D #63 for the education of Lucerne chil- 
dren and then in turn have to pay Lucerne the same amount. 
If Dedham does vote to join Holden, Eddington and Clifton 
and is accepted by all three towns, Dedham will just retain 
the per pupil cost for Lucerne children when the tax dollar 
is divided. 


The Town of Dedham must hold a special town meeting 
before the end of March to decide if the people desire to join 
the other towns for educational purposes. I shall have the 
updated figures for you to discuss at your annual town 
meeting and at least at one public meeting before the special 
town meeting.

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COMMENTS 


The general fund operations result in gains in cash posi- 
tion and unappropriated surplus. The construction of addi- 
tional school facilities, however, used $5,000.00 out of capital 
reserves and required the borrowing of $24,500.00 which 
means in theory that over the next ten year period the 
annual tax requirements will be increased by $2,450.00 for 
retirement of principal. It was noted that for 1969-70 
interest costs alone is anticipated to be $796.93. A change in 
this debt service would occur should the town become a 
member of a School Administrative District, in which debt 
service would continue to be reflected indirectly to an unpre- 
dictible extent. 


The school balances continue to be fragmentary to an 
unnecessary degree which could be resolved should consolida- 
tion of the accounts (to the degree permissible under Statu- 
tory requirements) be authorized by the voters. There is a 
definite trend in this direction as evidenced by the votes 
at the 1969 annual meeting, but such action did not remedy 
the past accumulation of inactive accounts. 


The departmental accounts reflect unexpended balances 
of $2,028.83 in contrast to $1,353.95 in overdrafts. It was noted 
that $666.74 of the overdraft .occurred for town officer’s 
salaries, a normal result of a substantial increase in the tax 
commitment which is reflected in the amounts obligated to 
both the collector and to the treasurer. 


The practice of annually paying interest on the Minister- 
ial and School Fund seems to be more of a habit than a 
realization of why it is a debt in the first place and what 
should be done about it. Very many years ago the overall 
lack of cash and banking facilities led to use of money 
derived from the sale of land as a source of borrowing. In 
general, more and more towns have repaid this debt and 
the interest earned through investment carries out the orig- 
inal intent and purpose of this fund. With the present favor- 
able surplus position of the town it is suggested that this 
debt be repaid.
